A 
minute later, the lookout of the 
Chagres glimpsed the hills of Haiti 
rising ahead, and it was the sudden 
pull as the freighter went full 
astern that jarred the ship. 

Lifeboats were again manned, but 
the Chagres was herself in such a 
precarious position the crew dared 
not launch a boat. Helpless té do 
anything but save herself, she stood 
out from the treacherous shore, and 
lost sight of the Nollington Court. 

As soon as dawn came, the 
Chagres searched the coastline for 
two hours, but the only sign she 
saw of the Nollington Court was re- 
mains of the deck-cargo near the 
spot where lights were suddenly 
extinguished the night before. 

MIAMI, Fla., Nov. 26.—Tropical 
Radio was advised today the 17 
seamen remaining aboard the Bri. 
tish freighter Nollington Court, in 
distress off Haiti, had been res- 
cued, but the vessel was a total 
loss. 

A message from the tug Kill- 
ereg said: 

“Tug Killereg took remaining 17 
crew from Nollington Court.

Radio Can Never Oust 
Newspaper, Says Ackerman 


NEW YORK, Nov, 26.—Dean 
Carl W. Ackerman of the Col- 
umbia University Graduate 
School of Journalism, in his 
annual report today described 
the United States newspaper as 
a “public institution” that 
“must be the instrument of the 
masses and not of the few.” 

Comparing newspapers with 
the radio, he said: 

“The newspaper in a repub- } 
lic may be compared to a two- | 
track railroad line, Informa- | 
tion flows in two directions | 
constantly, to the government 
and from the administration 
and legislative centres. 

“The radio on the other hand

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FOR MILLIONAIRES ONLY? 

Ontario will not hereafter maintain an official 
residence for the lieutenant-governor of the 
province, The $25,000 per year thus spent will, 
Premier Hepburn says, be used for other pur- 
poses. But that may turn out to be a bad guess. 
What is called the official residence of a lieu- 
tenant governor is in reality a place of official 
entertainment of guests of the province. Unless 
Ontario is going to do no entertaining in future, 
part of the $25,000 will go to pay hotel bills of 
parties who would otherwise be accommodated 
at “government house.” 

But maybe the idea is that anyone should be 
so proud of being lieutenant-governor of On- 
tario that he would be willing to do the prov- 
ince’s entertaining at his own expense. In that 
case no man who is not extremely wealthy need 
aspire to be lieutenant-governor of Ontario in 
future, or could afford to take the place if it were 
offered him. 


TYPICAL PROCEDURE 

Two per cent of the cows in Germany have 
foot-and-mouth disease, according to a despatch 
from Berlin. For saying as much the head of 
the Havas news agency was ordered to leave the 
country. Chasing out the correspondent did not 
stop the spread of the disease. It only advertised 
its existence, and the markets of the world are 


barred against German cattle just as effectively | 


as if he had been allowed to remain, perhaps 
more effectively, perhaps to a degree not really 
necessary. 

If that is a disadvantage to Germany, which 
it is evidently thought to be, the only way to 
remove the blockade is to publish the facts with 
official sanction and endorsement. It would have 
been simpler, easier, and in every way better, to 
do that in the first place. But that is not the 
way of dictatorships. Next to tyranny, stupidity 
is their outstanding characteristic. In the 
authoritarian state, the display of authority 
takes precedence over common sense, 
UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE? 

It is difficult to understand why the Provin- 
cial Government should want to know all the 
ins-and-outs of the proposed unemployment 
insurance scheme before consenting to stand 
aside and let the Dominion make a second try 
to establish a scheme of some sort. Prime Min- 
ister King hes not asked the provinces to 
approve his plans in advance—nor in retrospect 
for that matter. All he has asked them to do is 
agree to such amendment of the British North 
America Act as will allow the Dominion to set up 
an inauirance plan at its own cost and on its own 
responsibility. 

The Privy Council decided that when Mr. 
Bennett tried to do this he went beyond federal 
powers and trespassed upon the field of provin- 
cial authority. But the provinces have made no 
move to set up an insurance plan or series of 
plans, as it must be supposed they have power to 
do. The question now is whether they will let 
the Dominion do what they have not done them- 
selves and apparently have no intention to do. 

If any province refuses consent, there would 
be danger that a second federal scheme might 
meet the same fate as the first, amendment of the 
B.N.A. Act being apparently necessary. It is 
scarcely likely the Dominion would attempt to 
set up the proposed plan in face of that 
possibility. 

The matter therefore seems to narrow down 
to this: the country will get an unemployment 
insurance system if the provinces do not block 
the way, but will have to continue the make- 
shift “direct relief” system if they or any one of 
them withhold the consent asked for. 


“CRACKING DOWN” 

The Government of British Columbia pro- 
poses to do something—besides hand out good 
advice that isn't heeded—to cut down the motor 
car mortality rate in that province. Some time 
ago intimation was given that future applicants 
for drivers’ licenses there will have to show they 
at least know how to drive. Now a bill has been 
introduced in the legislature setting 40 miles an 
hour as the maximum speed for cars in daytime 
and 30 miles the maximum at night. 

A point to note in this connection is that Bri- 
tish Columbia is particularly interested in motor 
tourist traffic. Its Government and legislature 
are by no means likely to practice severity need- 
lessly at the expense of keeping United States 
tourists out of the province, and visitors from 
across the line are reputed to be fond of fast 
driving. 

The British Columbia ministers apparently 
think their visitors would rather travel more 
moderately and improve their chances of getting 
home alive. Or the accident record there has 
reached such proportions that safety has to be 
considered, whatever happens to the tourist 
business. 

If the proposed maximum rates of speed are 
high enough on the splendid highways of 
British Columbia, they are “plenty” high on the 
highways of other provinces where roads are 
less well constructed and surfaced. Since, 
according to past records, 45,000 persons are 
due to be killed on the highways of Canada and 
the United States during the next year, and 


1,500,000 injured, British Columbia's lead in the 
direction of sane driving ought to get attention 
from the legislatures of the other provinces. 


COPYING MUSSOLINI 


Premier Duplessis evidently meant business 
when he had the legislature of Quebec pass the 
famous “padlock” bill. He is now enforcing the 
law, in a way to leave no doubt that he thinks 
communism is a present and spreading political 
creed in his province, that it is a menace to 
public order and well-being, and that it can be 
stamped out by methods of repression. 

Two weeks ago the provincial police raided 
the office of a Montreal publication, “Clarte,” 
and locked up the premises. Now they have 
raided the Montreal office of a Toronto publica- 
tion, seized copies of the sheet, and presumably 
put the official padlock on those premises also. 

These may have been communistic papers, 
likely were. But it is not necessary to suppose 
so because they have been put under the ban. 
That the Government suspected them of being 
such was all the warrant required for the action 
taken. Any building in Quebec can be locked up 
and kept locked if the Government thinks it has 
been used for the spread of communist propa- 


| ganda or the holding of communist meetings. No 


legal proceedings are necessary before this is 
done. An executive edict is sufficient; the place 
is locked, the business carried on there is sus- 
pended, the investment of the owners made un- 
profitable, and the employees turned into the 
street. 

There is no question that the Premier is, 
with whatever reason, alarmed at the spread of 
communism in Quebec, nor that he is anxious to 
curb it, nor that he intends to do that if force 
can accomplish the purpose. And, the constitu- 
tion being what it is, no doubt the Government 
of Quebec has power to deal in this way with 
the property and the personal rights of the resi- 
dents. 

But one must wonder whether this is the sort 
of thing the Fathers of Confederation had in 
mind when they allocated to the provincial legis- 
latures the responsibility of protecting “property 
and civil rights.” If so, they must have been the 
world’s original Fascists.

FEARS FOR LONDON 

It has been proposed in Britain that steps 
should be taken to halt the growth of London. 
If London itself will not do something, then, 
it is claimed, the government should. It is a 
most unusual proposal for there seems to be in 
most countries some kind of an unaccountable 
pride in having large cities. 


London has become a kind of octopus. Today 
it embraces 20 per cent of the population of 
Great Britain and about 25 per cent rateable 
value of property but it covers only one per 
cent of the island's total area. 

The contention made by economists and on 
which much of the “home rule for Scotland” 
movement is founded, is that the remarkable 
growth of London is sapping the outlying parts 
of the United Kingdom, particularly Scotland, 
Wales and the north countries, Factories in all 
kinds of industry have been abandoning their 
establishments in the north and west and moving 
to the metropolis. With them they bring their 
workers and workers’ families. The result is 
depopulated towns elsewhere and a disappear- 
ance of business causing a decrease in land values 
and a depressed condition. 


Another potent argument for halting Lon- 
don’s growth is that in such times as the present 
when the threat of war seems to be ever pres- 
ent, it is the worst kind of folly to assemble all 
the industry of the country and all its popula- 
tion at the point most vulnerable to air attack. 

So perhaps something will be done about 
it.—Saskatoon Star-Phoenizx. 


FASCISM INVADES AMERICA 

The beginning of Fascism in America at two 
points, Brazil and Quebec, is sufficient reason 
for uneasiness on the part of those who believe 
in individual liberty, democracy and the per- 
sonal freedoms on which human happiness is 
based. There are those who have said that the 
extremes of political organization could find no 
place in America, but recent events in Canada 
and Brazil, the largest unit territorially in North 
America and the largest in South America, at 
least show that it can start to happen here. 

The coup by which Getulio Vargas made 
himself dictator of Brazil a few weeks ago, with 
plans for a full corporative state in the back- 
ground, illustrate the technique of Fascist seizure 
of power. 

To begin with Vargas attained office in 1930 
by a revolution—not an uncommon thing in 
South America. Having attained power he held 
an election of sorts in 1934 and got elected. Under 
the constitution he would have to stand for re- 
election in May next year. A month or slightly 
more ago he, or his agents, reported discovery 
of a huge Communist plot. Curiously all his 
political opponents, including the mayor of Rio 
de Janeiro, were parties to the plot and a lot of 
them have never before been suspected of Cofn- 
munist leanings. Claiming justification by 
reason of this plot, Vargas, with the aid of the 
army, declared a state of war, seized absolute 
power, abolished the constitution and the par- 
liament and now rules as an absolute dictator. 
He promises to establish a corporate state and 
declares he will remain dictator indefinitely. 
—Saskatoon Star-Phoeniz. 


A DOG'S DIET 

The other day a brief item crept into the 
papers about a dog in Mount Carroll, Ill., named 
Sport. Sport has developed an appetite for 
raspberries and obviously the story was sent out 
on the theory that when a dog bites a raspberry 
it’s news. 

We confess that this tribute to Sport caused 
a faint twinge of jealousy. This column is the 
proud possessor of a wire-haired, wistful little 
dog named Gorgo unsung in story, unknown to 
song and uncelebrated over the news ticker, who, 
nevertheless, eats raspberries, strawberries, 
blueberries and blackberries. 

In fact, she is an authentic berry hound. 
During the Summer season, up in New Hamp- 
shire’s hills on berrying expeditions, she will 
strip all the blueberries off the lower part of the 
bushes if she isn’t persuaded to act merely as a 
pointer. 

A berry diet is by no means her only accom- 
plishment, or aberration, as the case may be. She 
is fond of corn, cantaloupe, puddings, pies, ice- 
cream cones, peaches, olives and grapes, which 
have to be peeled.

THE UKRAINE 

Visiting Toronto this week is “Prince” Danylo 
Skoropadsky, whose father, we are told, “was the 
last monarch of the Ukraine.” In press inter- 
views the visitor praised Hitler and expressed the 
hope that the Stalin regime would come to an 
early end. His greatest desire was that the 
Ukraine should regain its liberty and become an 
independent republic. 

The Ukraine proclaimed itself a republic in 
March, 1917, when the czar was overthrown, and 
appointed a Rada or council which was recognized 
by the provisional government at Petrograd. The 
Russian Bolshevists at first made no objections 
when the Ukraine sent her own delegates to the 
Brest Litovsk peace conference and prepared to 
make a separate peace with Germany. But the 
Bolshevist movement made rapid headway in 
the Ukraine and Trotsky declared that a separate 
peace would embitter relations between the 
Ukraine and Petrograd and cause Russia to break 
ofl peace negotiations with Germany. Undeterred, 
Germany made a separate peace with the 
Ukraine, designed to ensure for herself a depend- 
able supply of foodstufls and raw materials. This 
was on February, 9, 1918. 

Fighting developed between the Ukraine 
Bolshevists and the supporters of the Rada. The 
separate peace signers appealed to Germany for 
armed assistance and German and Austrian 
armies occupied the Ukraine. The German gen- 
erals ordered the Ukrainians to cultivate the land 
intensively. The Rada resisted and was dissolved 
by Germans, and then appointed Skoropadsky 
as hetman or “chief man” of the country. The 
term hetman was formerly a military title in 
Poland and among the Cossacks, the chief het- 
man being commander-in-chief. 

The peasants reacted violently against Ger- 
man domination, the German General Eichhorn 
was assassinated and in November, 1918, the cen- 
tral powers collapsed.

SUNDAY—Breakfast: Waffles (browned 
thoroughly) with maple syrup; crisp bacon. 
Lunch: Potato fluff; string beans; salad of endive 
and lettuce. Dinner: Roast veal; green peas, 
asparagus; stuffed celery; ice cream. 

MONDAY-—Breakfast: Poached egg on Mel- 
ba toast; applesauce. Lunch: Eight-ounce glass 
of orange juice. Dinner: Vegetable soup; Salis- 
bury steak; steamed carrots; salad of crisp Taw 
spinach leaves and lettuce; dish of berries. 

TUESDAY—Breakfast: Whole-wheat muf- 
fins with peanut butter; stewed figs. Lunch: 
Creamed spinach; cooked celery; salad of cold 
sliced beets or lettuce. Dinner: Baked white 
fish; canned tomatoes; small green lima beans; 
salad of raw cabbage and parsley; gelatin. 

WEDNESDAY—Breakfast: French omelet; 
toasted cereal biscuit; stewed peaches. Lunch: 
Raw apples as desired; handful of pecans or 
almonds. Dinner: Celery soup; roast beef; 
stewed turnips; string beans (canned); celery 
and carrot salad. 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Cottage cheese; 
baked apple. Lunch: Sweet potatoes on the half 
shell; cauliflower; salad of head lettuce. Din- 
ner: Cold sliced beef; baked parsnips; beets; 
lettuce salad with olives; prune whip. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Omelet; Melba toast; 
stewed prunes. Lunch: Canned corn; broccoli 
or other green vegetables; olives. Dinner: 
Celery; tomato soup; boiled beef; mashed turnips 
and carrots; gelatin. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: Broiled ham; crisp 
waffles; stewed peaches. Lunch: Lima beans; 
baked ground beets; celery. Dinner: Broiled 
lamb chops; buttered carrots and beans; pine- 
apple salad; *carrot pudding. 

*CARROT PUDDING: Grate a sufficient 
quantity of small, tender, raw carrots and to each 
cupful add one-third cupful of dates which have 
been cut ‘into small pieces. Mix together thor- 
oughly and bake in custard cups or a pudding 
dish, for ten or fifteen minutes covered. Remove 
from the oven and top with meringue that has 
been slightly sweetened with honey and return 
to the oven until the egg white becomes a golden 
brown. Serve warm or cold with cream. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—W. K. S. writes: “Milk of mag- 
nesia seems to be sold in enormous quantities 
and is effectively advertised. It seems to be a 
good thing, and since the purpose is to neutralize 
acidity, and it appears to succeed in doing so, I 
have been wondering if there is any objection to 
using it indefinitely?” 

ANSWER: There is no doubt that milk of 
magnesia makes an excellent anti-acid to use in 
relief of hyperacidity of the stomach. I have 
known several elderly people who claim to have 
used it, or some other alkali, all of their lives 
without suffering any bad effects. Occasionally 
I recommend its use under certain conditions in 
a fasting regimen and find it may be continued 
for a few days or weeks with excellent results. 
The main thing to consider is whether you wish 
to continue depending upon this substance or 
whether you wish to overcome the gastric hyper- 
acidity through using a better diet. Hyper- 
acidity may usually be relieved very effectively 
by a change in eating habits and after this is 
accomplished, a neutralizing agent is no longer 
necessary. 

QUESTION— Y. V. asks: “Considered in a 
general way is pasteurized milk superior to 
canned milk? It is hard for us to get the fresh 
milk, as we live up in the hills away from every- 
body and have no cow. We have been using the 
canned evaporated milk instead. Is there any 
harm to the health in this substitution?” 

ANSWER: It is all right to use either canned 
milk or pasteurized milk. Even when the pas- 
teurized milk is readily available, many people 
prefer to use the canned variety for cooking, 
adding it to vegetables just as they would add 
cream.

He came 
west to Macleod, when it was 
Just a police post in 1884, arriv- 
ing in a stage coach. 

He exercised his baritone voice as 
choir leader, wrote editorials for 
the MacLeod Gazette, and was 
companion to cowboys, keeping 
them out of harm's way. 

In 1887 he was elected by accla- 
mation to the northwest assembly, 
ending in premiership of the old 
Northwest Territories. In 1912 he 
was appointed chief justice and

M. Goethe, twice president of the 
Eugenics Research Association and 
world authority on population 
movements, 

Goethe, who has just returned 
from @ population survey of the 
South American countries de- 
clared that Japan already has a 
population reproducing unit far 
more numerous than that upon 
which the United States’ 125,000,- 
000 inhabitants was based. 

“Japan's dominant caste dreams 
of three great centers of Japanese 
population outside of her own ter- 
ritory,” Goethe said. “The first of 
these is China, the second a great- 
er Hindustan, including the Dutch 
East Indies, and finally Latin 
America. In this third area, great- 
er progress has been made and is 
still being made than the world at 
large realizes.

“The two countries there where 
Japan has already obtsined strong 
footholds for her Japanese col- 
onization projects are Brazil and 
Peru.
